day was passed, under a similar suspension of 
the rules, a bill to admit Arizona as a State. a 
proposition hitherto never seriously dis- 
cussed, Fifteen minutes were allowed each 
side. The same aay, also, New Mexico had a 
bill passed to admit her as a State, with like 
limitations as to debate. Just think of it, fif- 
teen whole minutes to discuss such a question 
as that! Surely, there never was such a farce! 

The question of the admission of New Mex- 
ico is not at all a political question, or, if it 
is, the politics sinks into insignificance com- 
pared with the complex question arising out 
of the nature of the population and its rela- 
tion to the rest of the Union. On this ques- 
tion the wisest men of both parties even in 
New Mexico hesitate, and this Democratic 
House illustrates the freedom of debate and 
the wisdom of deliberation by deciding the 
whole matter in thirty minutes. This is wis- 
dom shod with the shoes of swiftness. On 
that same day also under a similar suspension 
of the rules and with fifteen minutes of de- 
bate on either side the Anti-Option bill was 
passed. Fifteen mmutes of debate on the 
Anti-Option bill in a Hause of 332 members! 
Why, one Senator, and he a new man, took 
five hours to state his views, and during the 
time I listened to him be did not seem to be 
wasting words. Here was a bill which may 
disarrange the commerce of the world~a bill 
on which hang more hopes and fears than 
any bill of the last ten years, and this bill has 
passed the House on the theory that the House 
has only fifteen minutes of wisdom to be be- 
stowed on either side of the qnestion. 

Bourbon Incompetency Illustrated. 

Against these bills there had been no fac- 
tious opposition, and not even a hint of pro- 
posed delay. They had never been debated 
before and attention had never in any way 
been called to either of them. No public dis- 
cussion of them had taken place outside, and 
the excuse that the subjects were familiar 
could not be urged. It was simply wanton 
incompetency. The time of the House had 
been so wasted by lack of system and want of 
leadership that debate was impossible and de- 
liberation unattainable. The great Appropri- 
ation bill went its way unexplained and the 
Anti-Option bill was hustled through as a 
vote-catcher, notwithstanding the lurid and, 
strange to say, accurate declaration of Amos 
J. Cummings (Dem., N. I.) that it was more 
unconstitutional than the force bill. This 
could easily be, since the ferce bill was not 
unconstitutional at all and was allowed six 
entire days for discussion. Six days for the 
force bill, thirty minutes’ for anti-option! 
Six days was called gagging in the last House, 
thirty minutes is deliberation and debate in 
this. 

On another day a bill to repeal in effect all 
the careful work, extending over so many 
years, of Senator Edmunds and Randolph 
Tucker in regard to Utah was passed under 
suspension of rules. In fact all the important 
bills have passed that way. 

Even what Democratic Mr. Pierce of Ten- 
nessee called the popgun tariff bills were, 
many of them, passed under suspension. 

To be exact, just one-half of them were 
passed that way. This was the fact, though 
such bills have a right of way on other days. 
Binding twine, bagging for cotton and ite ma- 
chinery, and the wool bill were the only ones 
which had normal passage. Some one may 
aay that this action on the tariff bills was be- 
cause the Republicans filibustered. We did 
filibuster, and that because it was a sinful

On the contrary, they 
deliberately reéstablished it, giving to any 
minority the right to suppress legislation. 
Filibustering had the sanction of the House, 
except where the autocratic Committee on 
Rules held sway. This was all wrong. But 
minorities are in this House given the power, 
and the right to filibuster is reserved for who- 
ever chooses to exercise it. Some cf the crafty 
old leaders wanted it for themselves and so 
they had to give it to us. 
The Two Congresses Compared. 

But while the Democratic House has failed 
in all other respects the most signal failure 
has been in the matter of economy. All the 
circumstances conspire to make that failure 
conspicuous. The abuse which was poured 
out upon the last Congress comes back with 
added force on this, and the time has now 
come to do justice to one of the most really 
economical statesmen we ever had, the Hon. 
Joseph G. Cannon. His conduct as Chairman 
of Appropriations in the Fifty-first Congress 
was worthy of all praise. He was careful, 


economical, upright, and just and has always 


deserved well of his country. People do 
not realize the tremendous pres- 
sure there was on the i  Fifty-first 
Congress and bow very handsomely Mr. 
Cannon stood up against it and how well he 
was backed by his associates. You must re- 
member that the Democracy, as part of their 
scheme to pile up a surplus and break down 
the tariff, had refused to pay even the honest 
debts of the government. The result was the 
accumulation of a great surplus revenue and 
an overflowing Treasury. The natural result 
of such an accumulation is always the same. 


It engenders proposals to spend it. It is the 


tendency of piled up money to scatter. The 
rivers and harbors at once demanded more. 
Public buildings called for thousands here and 
thousandstnere. ‘The soldiers were not recon- 
ciled to be left out of the distribution. 

New projects sprang up on either hand. 
Notwithstanding all this pressure the Cofi- 
gress of 1890 provided for the expenditure of 
only $463,000,000. This sum seemed at the 
time immense, and there is perhaps little 
wonder that great feeling was exhibited and 
great astonishment expressed, But it is now 
plainly visible to all men that this sum, large 
as it was, was but the adequate expression of 
the honest expenditures of a great govern- 
ment, which has grown every year beyond 
even the wildest hopes of the people. In the 
present session of Congress Mr. Holman has 
had to stand up against no unusual pressure, 
such as Mr. Cannon encountered. No one has 
failed to learn that the surplus has been paid 
out and the revenue reduced, ro as to be only 
sufficient for the purposes of government hon- 
estly and economically administered. 

Samples of Democratic “ Economy.” 

Mr. Holman and his friends even went 
further. They strove with some success to 
frighten the American people with the decla- 
ration, often repeated by the mouths of his 
lieutenants, Gov. Sayers and Mr. Dockery, 
that the income was unequal to the needed ex- 
penditures. With a House elected on a plat- | 
form of economy, with over 140 majority, a 
majority larger than the whole opposition, we 
naturally expected some reduction of what 
Democratic orators call the public burdens.

| $20,000,000 IN GOLD, 


Upknown Train on an Unknown Road in 


| Speeding Across the Country from San 
Francisco to the East Loaded with 
Wealth from the United States Sub- 
treasury—Precautions Taken to Prevent 
| Information Being Made Public. 
Five of the heaviest and strongest postal 
bearing $20,000,000 in gold coin, left San 
Francisco Aug. 4, and are now speeding over 


rails towards Chicago as fast as steam can 


them, on the way to their Cestination in 

East. The train is guarded by forty of 

trustiest clerks of the United States mail 

service, the shipment being in charge of Capt. 
J ames E. White of Washington. 

It is no easy task @o transport $20,000,000 in 

d com the entire length of the country. It 

is, perhaps, the heaviest shipment ever started 

an overland tour in the United States. 

refore the greatest secrecy was necessary, 

and it has been maintained by the government 

officials in charge. 

Supt. Troy of the Railway Mail Service sev- 
eral days ago started West with thirteen clerks 
of the local mail service, several clerks from 
Cieveland, and before he arrived in San Fran- 

sco he had selected enough men along the 
line to make up the entire number wiiich was 
to guard Uncle Sam's treasure. 

So well did Supt. Troy guard his mission 
that the chosen clerks themselves did not 
know where they were going until just as they 
started, Those of them who were married 
had to leave their wives without telling them 
where they were going or when they would re- 
turn.

Searcity of Gold in the East.

Few except the thirty postal clerks 
and treasury agents witnessed it. Each was 
armed with a loaded repeating Winchester 
and in his hip pocket reposed a friend” 
of the Smith & Wesson make. The thirty 
mail clerks boarded a coach which was at- 
tached to the rear end of the train when it left 
San Francisco.

MAKE-UP OF THE TRAIN, 


The Coin Is Carried in Bomb-Proof Cars— 
Well-Armed Guards. 

re FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 5.—[Special. ]— 
twenty milhon in gold coin is traveling 
Eastward tonight in a special train of five 
cars, and there are on board to see that it 
reaches its destination thirty-nine picked men 
from the railway mail service and three full 
cases of Winchester rifles. All this wealth is 

‘oing, not to Washington, but the United 

tates Subtreasury in New York. The glitter- 
ing coins, about half in $5 pieces and half 
in $10, are packed in 500 wooden 
boxes, They are provided with iron 
handles and bear the Treasury seal. Moreover, 
éach box bears stamps and seals to indicate 
that it is a registered mail package. That is 
why the guards are postal agents. Early this 
morning the train had crossed the Sierras and 
was moving along down the big grade beyond 
Truckee ata mile-a-minute gait. The train 
qarrying this immense treasure consists of fl ve 

ars. An ordinary Southern Pacific combina- 
tion earcame first, then two Union Pacificcars, 
4 Burlington postoffice car, and mail car 
“Frank Hatton,” brought up the rear. The 
coin was mainly loaded in the two Union Pacific 
gars, which are built of wrought steel and are 
supposed to be both bullet and bomb proof. 
They were specially built to carry specie. The 
Lake Shore.car is one of the famous “ white 
mail cars that used to run between Chicago 
and New York. One of the cars will be 
dropped at Ogden. 

This is no sudden move on the govern- 
inent’s part. At the time of the Chilean 
trouble there was on hand here $100,000,000 in 
coin. The alternative of carrying it to the 
eapital by steamer or rail was freely discussed. 
Sea transportation was rejected because of the 
possibility of a wreck. Totransport it by rail 
meant to excite the greed and daring of train 
robbers and desperadoes. Capt. J. E. White 
of Washington} General Superintendent of 
the railway mail service and two of the eight 
Division Superintendents of the railway mail 
service, with thirty picked men from the route 
agents of the East, arrived on the Oakland 
mole a few days ago in a special train. The 
move was accomplished quickly, and when 
the special train was ordered the railroad 
folks were asked to keep it dark, and every 
possible precaution was taken to keep things 
quiet. Five experts, working aight and day, 
¢onsumed ten days in counting the coin and 
packing it. Wednesday night the gold was 
ell boxed. 

There still remains here in the Subtreasury 
vaults $56,000,000 in gold and silver and it is 

that when the present shipment has 
reached its destination there will be others 
ade, the whole amount to be transferred 
ing $60,000,000, According to a statement 
made by the railway people today the gold is 
to Ogden over the Southen Pacific, 
by the Union Pacific to Council Bluffs 
pee then over the route to Chicago.

ALMOST A RACE WAR AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Soldiers of the Fourth Infantry Having 
Trouble with Colored Citizens. 3 

SpRNOTrIITm, III., Aug. 5.—[Special. |}—Some 
excitement was caused in Springfield and 
Camp Lincoln today by the report that a bit- 
ter race war was in progress at the camp. 
While these stories were too strong a state- 
ment of the case there is some bitterness ex- 
isting between the soldiers dna the colored 
people of the city. 

The soldiers have all along -suspected that 
their kitchen tents were being looted after 
hours by a few colored loungers, and Com- 
pany K, whose street is near the kitchen tents, 
yesterday tossed a colored boy in a blanket. 
This, thovgh done in a sportive way 
according to the . statement of 
the soldiers, 
down town, and two of the boys who came 
down town last night were rather roughly 
handled by some colored men. 

Returning to camp they reported that their 
men were being laid out and about midnight a 
body of seventy ran the guard lines, came to 
town and assaulted two colored men. Serious 
trouble was avoided by the timely interference 
of the police, who arrested three of the 
leaders of the soldiers, all members of Com- 
pany K of Céntralia. 

They were tried today, pleaded guilty of 
disorderly conduct and were fined. As pre- 
cautionary measures against further trouble 
Col. Smith ordered that no colored man 
should be allowed inside the lines unless on 
business, and then he wasto be guaranteed 
protection. The Colonel also authorized the 
city police to arrest any soldiers found on the 
streets without an official pass. An investiga- 
tion will be made and the offending men 
punished as they deserve. 


The first battallon, under Maj. Williams, 


occupied the rifle range. The other two 
battalions drilled the first of the week’s en- 
campment.

Mr. Curry was not in, but a drafts- 
man, busily engaged on architectural draw- 
ings, announced that he was jointly interested

House Democrats in the matter of the World’s 
Fair appropriation was a malicious attempt to 
break down this great national enterprise, 
first, by denationalizing it, and, second, by 
pauperizing it, Fortunately, neither attempt 
has succeeded, Ihe government had already 


nationalized the Fair by the passage of tne. 


original act by Congress, by the appointment 
of a National Commission, and by Presiden- 
tial proclamation of it as a United States Fair 
to the world, The appropriation of $2,500,000 
for its aid confirms its national character. If 
Congress had voted but a million of dollars it 
would have been tantamount to the recogni- 
tion of the national character of the scheme.

The reason was that about adozen Northern 
border States from Maine to Washington de- 
manded an increase as regards most of the 
articles in the above list, so that the Canadians 
might not enjoy the practical freedom of 
American markets for all their agricultural 
products and at the same time keep American 
manufactures out of the Dominion by heavy 
duties. After the jug-handled reciprocity of 
1854 had been done away with in 1866 and aft- 
er Sir John Macdonald had come into power 
the Canadians began shoving up their duties 
on American manufactures, and they kept at 
it till they got them toa high figure. In the 
meantime they were sendmg their poultry, 
eggs, butter, milk, barley, oats, buckwheat, 
potatoes, garden truck, etc., into the United 
States and paying no duties or light ones. 

The farmers frqm Maine to Washington got 
tired of this competition and said to the Re- 
publicans in Congress that they would like a 
little more protegtion for themselves. It was 
given them and they have had better prices 
ever since and thé Canucks have been howling 
about it for nearly two years. 

The Canadians were given a dose of retalia- 
toryreciprocity and they do not relish it. 
They have had to pay the duty on the barley, 
eggs, poultry, vegetables, milk, butter, buck- 
wheat, etc., which they have shipped to the

United States, and as a consequence there is a 


rapidly growing feeling in favor of political 
union or of unlijinited reciprocity with the 
American republic. They feel the pressure and 
are becoming restive and want relief. The 
times over there are bad, on this side they are 
good, Our farmers on this side of the bound- 
ary line are satisfied and have ceased scold- 
ing about the competition of the cheaper labor 
products of the Dominion. They are so well 
satisfied that if the free traders should repeal 
the existing tariff upon Canadian farm stuff 
they would p t most savagely, and it 
would cost the Democrats tens of thousands 
of votes. It would be impossible to make 
them see the wisdom of the policy of the 
junior organ—of throwing open the United 
States, from the Bay of Fundy to Puget’s 
Sound, to the farm products of Canada and at 
the same time allowing that country to im- 
pose high duties on all American articles it 
wanted to keep out. That sort of lop-sided 
free trade does nbt appeal to their common 
sense or personal interests. If the Democrats 
are wise they will let the duties en Canadian 
agricultural products alone. 


OUR RAILROAD PROGRESS. 

The twenty-fifth annual volume of Poor's 
Manual” of railroad statistics is just pub- 
lished and an abstract of its more important 
statements is given in another. column. The 
details are well worth study as a matter of 
history apart frdfa their bearing on present 
questions of business and finance. It is a 
highly im portant and suggestive fact that the 
present wonderful development of the railroad 
system of this country and the world has oc- 
curred within the memories of many men 
now hving. Péople who can recollect the 
time when Gen. Jackson was President may 
be said to remember through the whole time 
that embraces the history of railroads. 
Those who can remember when Hen- 
ry Clay or Zach Taylor ran for Pres- 
ident recollect the time when rail- 
roads were just beginning to gaih a foothold 
in a few places in the Eastern States. Those 
whose memories stretch back no farther than 
the beginning of the Rebellion War have wit- 
nessed the development of the system from a 
few parallel tracks of soft iron east of the Mis- 
sissippi to the covering of the entire continent 
with a network of steel that ramifies in every 
direction. They can remember when broad 
rivers had to be ferried because of the difficul. 
ty of constructing long bridges, and tunnels 
were unknown because of the enormous ex- 
pense of cutting them through the bowels 
of mountains with no better aid than the 
blasting force E gunpowder. And in that 
time the progress achieved in the United 
States has far outstripped that in the rest of 
the world, Thirty or forty years ago 
we compared peorly with Europe in railroad 
facilities. Now have one-sixth of its 
population, but o ad mileage consti- 
tutes 43.6 per cent of the total for the world, 
and exceeds that of all Europe by 18 per cent. 
Of course many of our lines are not so well 
and expensively built as are those on the other 
side of the Atlantic, but not a few of them are 


equally well built and fully as efficient in 


tand speed as are the best 
lines in the Oid World. Our 170,601 miles of 
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and cost. First he used the beast of burden, 
then resorted to the river and the sea, success- 


ively availing himself of the oar, the paddle, 
sails, and steam, the latter being a very recent 
invention as applied to practical use. He im- 
proved roads on land for the better drawing 
of wagons and carts, and got along with that 


for many centuries, Latterly he has brought 


science to bear upon the problem and now 
builds parallel lines of steel track on Which 
the wheels run with the minimum of fric- 


tion. He bores a way through the mountain 


for his iron horse to travel, and lays huge 
bridges over the widest rivers to facilitate the 


passage of the steam leviathan without break- 


ing bulk or necessitating delay in the transit 
of freight between the producer and consumer. 

The railroad 1s superior to the canal or river 
by virtue of the greater speed and the less de- 


lay it involves. The locomotive can draw its load 


on up and down grades, and across streams, 
morasses, and mountains, or through the lat- 
ter if that be considered more desirable than 
going over or around them. It is compara- 
tively independent of the frosts of winter, 
which lock up navigable waters for months 
together, and rises superior to the contingen- 
eies of floods or low water, which often inter- 
rupt interior water commiication at other 
seasons of the year. Its progress is not de- 
layed by locks ana dams. Hence the railroad 
hus already superseded interior communica- 
tion by water except on the broad rivers and 
the wide lakes. A recognition of the future 
value of this meang of communication may 
have led to a more rapid development of rail- 
road building than was wanted by the present, 
as the ubiquitous promoter saw in it an op- 
portunity to grow rich at the expense of his 
fellows, and this has led up to evils in man- 
agement, most*of which are equally traceable 
to precocity. But the railroad system, as a 
whole, is a wonderful aid to the other process- 
es of civilization, and a splendid monument 
to the genius and perseverance of man in 
making the forces of nature do his bidding. 


STEVENSON DODGES THE GREAT ISSUE 
IN LOUISVILLE. 

The Democratic candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency made a speech at Louisvilie day 
before yesterday at the opening and dedica- 
tion of the Watterson club-house. The occa- 
gion was one calculated to inspire a true Dem- 
ocrat.: Mr. Watterson ‘represents more fully 
than any other man the free trade longings 
and aspirations of the Democracy. To make 
a speech in a temple erected to commemorate 
him and to make no mention of free trade 
would be like playmg “ Hamlet” with Ham- 
let left out. 

Yet Mr. Stevenson managed to do it. He 
toiled through his speech without saying one 
word about free trade. Towards the close he 
slipped in a bare statement that his party 
was for tariff reform,” but he did not en- 
large on that topic or expiain what he meant 
by it. The burden of his song was the dead 
“force bill” rawhead and bloody bones. 
According to him that was the great issue of 
the approaching campaign! and was the sub- 
ject which was of special interest to Kentuck- 
ians! when in fact they personally care not a 
button about it. If a so-called force bill were 


passed it would have no effect in their State 


in their elections for Congressmen. Colored 
men are not molested there when they go to the 
polls. They cast their votes and they are 
counted as a rule. But the Kentucky Demo- 
crats are interested in free trade, which their 
leader, Watterson, has been preaching to 
them for the last twenty Pears. So they er- 
pected that their V.-P. candidate, Stevenson, 
would let himself loose on this topic and 
“whoop it up.” 

Why didn’t Ad-lie do so? Because in these 
days of telegraphs and railroads whatever an 
important candidate may say, even in the 
remotest part of the country, is laid almost 
immediately before every one of its citizens 
who reads a daily paper. It is not possible 
now for a candidate to have views to suit 
different localities, which he airs in different 
places. Mr. Stevenson was too big a coward 
to expound the free trade and anti-protection 
principles of his party, not because he would 
have displeased Kentucky Democrats, but be- 
cause he might say something which would 
harm him in manufacturing districts of the 
North. He might tell the Kentuckians in- 
advertently that they would get cheaper goods 
because Northern workingmen would have to 
take much lower wages when free trade was 
adopted.

We are all and one for Cleveland and 
Stevenson, with no longings or regrets, with no 
backbitings or backslidings, but before us the 
robber hordes of the robber tariff, and above us 
the broad ensign of the true faith bearing the in- 
scription: ** We denounce Republican protection 
as a fraud, taxing the labor of the great majority 
of the people for the benefit of the few. We de- 
clare it to be a fundamental principle of the Dem- 
ocratic party that the Federal Government has no 
power to impose and collect tariff duties except 
for the purpose of revenue only.”

FREE TRADE AS A REMEDY FOR STRIEES. 

The New York World has printed a list of 
500 strikes and disputes against wage reduc- 
tions or advances in protected industries in 
the United States, which it says have taken 
place since the passage of the McKinley law. 
It adds: 


There has been no instant of time since the Mc- 
Kinley Tariff act went into effect that there has 
not been in progress somewhere within the United 


States astrike against a proposed reduction of |. 


wages in some protected industry. 

Suppose the World is correct in its state- 
ments as to the number of labor disputes in 
the whole United States, what is ‘the cause of 
those proposed reductions? And how are they 


to be prevented in the future, provided pre- 


vention is possible? Another free trade Dem- 
ocratic paper, its neighbor, the New York 
Times, is kind enough to explain the cause, 
It prints the following interview with a paper 
manufacturer, and indorses its assertions : 


created if there was any profit in the business. 
‘Col, Thompson, a practical manufacturer, 
says that is the way it works now, and the 
Times admits that it does. The first man who 
goes into a newly protected business charges 
about upto the level of the tariff barrier. 
Having a liberal margin of profit he pays 
good wages and still makes considerable 
money. Others, seeing his success, rush into 
consequently prices fall till they drop con- 
siderably below the tariff protection level. 
Part of that drop may be due to improved 
machinery and better methods resulting from 
experience, But part of it is due to the com- 
petition between home manufacturers for the 
home market. 


When prices have been forced down to a 


certain point below the tariff protection a 
demand is made for a reduction of wages, not, 
however, to near the low European standard. 
That has never been reached, no matter how 
keen American competition might be. As 
prices of goods fall, as profits shrink, and as 
difficulties begin to occur with workingmen 
who resist any reductions of wages, no matter 
how small, the number of persons who rush 
into that particular business decreases; and 
the tendency i is for the competition to become 
less keen, and the fall in prices to be much 
slower, and due simply to improvements in 
production. And there you have the reason. 
and the explanation of almost ali the 500 
strikes and disputes enumerated by the 
World, 

The Democratic politicians and papers, 
with Cleveland at their head, have a remedy 
for these strikes which are occasioned by the 
effort un the part of the manufacturer to 
adapt himself to lower prices, caused by home 
competition. It 1s that the mill bosses shall 
try a hair of the dog that bit them. Local 
tompetition having b2en the cause of the 
strife between them and their hands 
they are told gravely that intensified 
European competition will restore peace 
and harmony! Having got into a fight 
with their men because of a drop in 
prices by home competition they are told 
gravely by Cleveland & Co. that the way to 
prevent these disputes is to open the Ameri- 
can ports, abolish the protective parts of the 
tariffs, bring about a great fall in prices by 
means of foreign competition, and thus 
smash down wages to the European level at 
once, and that this will bring peace with the 
mill and shop hands. 

The Democrats say “widen your competi- 
tion so as to take in England, France, Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, Belgium, and Switzer 
land, and wages will be fixed forever, and 
there will be no more strikes; peace and har- 
mony will prevail thereafter. What do the

GOOD COUNTRY ROADS. 

It is proposed td show the twenty millien 
persons expected to visit the Fair what good 
roads are and how they can be made and 
maintained. The proposition is not meeting 
with the encouragement its importance de- 
serves. People in the cities are apt to think 


that good roads in the country are of compar. ~ 


atively little consequence now that the States 
are gridironed all over with the tracks of the 
iron horse, and the folks who really need 
them for personal use are backward even in 
the improvement of their own neighborhoods, 
to say nothing of wanting interest in what is 
goingon far away. Sothe movement drags, 
almost as badly as does the farm wagon when 
badly mired in the middle of one of the roads 
which ought to be improved. 

Good roads cheapen the cost of transporta- 
tion by saving time ana reducing the wear of 
draft animals and vehicles. They thus lessen 
the cost of material to the producer, and the 
excess of the saving over the cost of the im- 
provement is shared, or ought to be, between 
the producer and the consumer. Hence both 
are benefited ultimately, and one of them di- 
rectly. The farmer is the great gainer, not 
only in the ability to market his produce with 
less exertion and time, but by the fact that poor 
roads often are impassable just at the instant 
when he could realize the best prices of the 
season if he could carry his property to the 
buyer. He is locked up in a sea of mud just 
when it would be most to his advantage to 
visit tne nearest depot, added to which he 


could do so then without loss of time that | 


otherwise would be spent in the fields, 
It has been remarked that one of the sad- 
dest signs of the times in the older States isa 
the tendency of the population towards the 
cities and the abandonment of farms.” With- 
out doubt this is traceable in large part to the

STRICKEN WITH CHOLERA. 


Prostrated After Visiting Nijni-Novgorod— 
: Three Deaths in Moscow. 

Lonpon, Aug. 5.—The News publishes the 
following from its Vienng correspondent: 

A Lemberg paper reports that a party of Amer- 
icans visiting the towns of Russia recently went to 
Moscow and to Nijni-Novgorod in spite of the 
prevalence of cholera and that four of them have 
since been prostrated by the disease. 

The Standard reports that four persons 
were seized with cholera and three of them 
died in Moscow Thursday. ‘There have been 
twenty-two cases of choierain a refuge for 
convicts’ families near Moscow and eight of 
the cases have proved fatal. Three Saratoff 
emigrants have also died of the disease there. 
The innkeepers of Vienna refuse to accommo- 
date travelers from Russia. 

Sr. Peterspure, Aug. 5.—It is announced 
that cholera has appeared in Jarsolav, where 
seven cases and two deaths have been report- 
ed. In Tamboff there are 181 new cases and 
thirty-nine deaths.

New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The origi- 
nal cause of the present enforced stagnation 
in the building trades industry exists no 
longer. The Housesmiths’ Union, which 
started the strike in May last by rebelling 
against the introduction of non-union men 
into the shops of the Cornell Bros. and the 
Jackson Architectural Iron Works company, 
has yielded or become practically disorgan- 
ized and its members have gone back to work 
as non-union men. 

There are still 10,000 carpenters, framers, 
painters, steamfitters, stonecutters, and other 
trades in idleness. are the men who 
were called out by the Board of Walking Dele- 
gates to help the housesmiths.

EXTENSIVE DROUGHT IN MEXICO, 


Chance for the People of the United States 
to Show Their Generosity. 

Wasuaineton, D. C., Aug. 5.— [Special. 
In a communication received by the Depart- 
ment of State from Consul-General Sutton, 
attention is called to the prevailing drought in 
Mexico, extending in many States over a 
period of three or four years. So serious ig 
the situation that the Mexican Governinent 
has removed the duties of corn, and already 
upwards of 5,000 carloads have been imported 
from the United States. It is suggested that 
in view of thislong continued drought and 
suffering, the people of the United States 
make up and send as a free offeri 
loads. of corn to be istributed 
by the Federal and State authorities. 
It was hoped that the rains of May and June 
would be sufficient to make better crops for 


this fall, but, this failing, the government has 


recently issued an order admitting corn free 
of — until next month, September, and as 
a result many thousand carloads are now on 
the way from the United States. Some 1,100 
car loads are reported as having been already 
imported at Piedras Negras and, from figures 
recently received, imports at Paso Del Norte 
have been nearly, if not quite, twice as much. 
All this corn comes from the United States 
and has made, and will continue to make, an 
increased market for it all through the West- 
ern States.

It isa 
work that requires years of preparation. But 


the guarantees that the continent can be won 


over to the light of the gospel are many and 
strong. They are found in the character of 
the Africans themselves and in the progress 
that the work has already made, But the need 
for men is great.“

COOLEY CAUSES A REIGN OF TERBOR. 


The Notorious Outlaw Threatens Pennsyl- 
vania Farmers with Extermination. 

Uniontown, Pa., Aug. 5.—A reign of ter- 
ror exists in Georges Township, this county, 
over the threats of the notorious Cooley gang, 
against Thomas Collier and others for causing 
the death of Jack Cooley, their leader, three 
weeks ago. The outlaws have sworn venge- 
ance on Collier, and he is obliged to keep an 
armed guard of neighbors in his house every 
night for protection. 

The whole southern end of the county is in 
a state of terror over the recent midnight rob- 
bery of William Smith, a Nicholas Township 
farmer, of $1,500, and other exploits of the 
Cooley gang. The general feeling of insecu- 
rity is expressed in Collier’s formal notice to 
the Sheriff today. The notice reads as fol-

They Do Not Do Good Committee Work 
and Need a Touch of Discipline. 

One of the excuses offered for the fact that 
a majority of the members of the Republican 
County Central committee are officeholders 
is that the officeholders pay more attention to 
the work of organization, registration, and so 
forth. But the exeuse does not hold good, 
As a matter of fact committeemen who are 
not officeholders do better work than the of.- 
ficeholders. This was proved at the meeting

MALLERS’ OPINION TO THE 
CONTRARY IS REFUTED. 


N umerous Manufacturers Testify That the 
Naisande Can Be Economically Abated 
Various Devices Successful in Accom- 
plishing the Desired Result—Mr. Mal-

Society Apparently Not Supported by 


tub Facts. 

J. B. Mallers has a grievance against the 
Smoke Prevention Society. He believes, or 
claims to believe, that the society is bringing 
pressure on property-owners in the city by 
asking them to subscribe to the support of the 
Smoke Prevention Society, and, if no response 
is made, by at once lodging suits against 
them. He claims that the collector for the 
Smoke Prevention Society approached him a 
short time ago and asked him for a subscrip- 
tion. As Mr, Mallers was not on the best of 
terms with the society, which had been 
prodding him up from time to time regard- 
ing his furnaces, he refused to subscribe. He 
claims that within two days from his final re- 
fusal to make any subscription a sum- 
mons was served on him to appear before 
Justice Glennon as defendant in a smoke suit. 

We cannot connect the appearances of the 
collector ana the summons directly, said Mr. 
Mallers. It seems an odd coincidence, how- 
ever, that the second should follow so closely 
our refusal to meet the request. We have a 
Murphy furnace which we believe to be doing 
good work. Our engineer tells us that it does 
not smoke to any extent, and the fact of the 
matter is, I do not believe that the prevention 
of smoke is entirely practicable in the down 
town district. This society, no doubt, is sup- 
ported by men who are not property-owners 
and taxpayers, but who are cranks on the 
subject of smoke-prevention. We are not 
making nearly as much smoke as many of 
the surrounding buildings, and when the so- 
ciety’s collector called un me I simply told 
him that we had no intention of furnishing 
funds and ammunition for them to attack us 
with. The Smoke Society has done us no par- 
ticular good, has never told us what to do, 
and has never made any suggestions as to im- 
provements. It has simply complained that 
we were making smoke, ana orde us to 
stop. If its engineers would tell us what to 
do we might have some patience with them, 
as we have tried to do our best. We first in- 
tended to make some defense in the suit, but 
do not see that it would do any good. A num- 
ber of cases have been reported to us of peo- 
ple who have been served in the same manner 
ap ourselves, It seems to me that it indicates 
something more than a coincidence when a 
series of suits follow directly the appearance 
of the collector.”’

STATISTICS OF AMERICAN CHURCHES, 


Over Twenty Million Members, with Prop- 
erty Valued at 5648, 188, 704. 

Charles E. Buell, Chief of the Division of 
Religious Statistics of the ferthcommg United 
States census report, has his labors in 
this city. His general repurt is the first one 
authorized by Congress. contains the re- 
turns of the denominations in America. The 
total membership .is 20,347 with church 
property valuéd at $646,125,; 

The Roman Catholic Church ranks first in 
numerical strength, embracing 6,250,046 peo- 
ple in its faith. A peculiar fact in this de- 
nomination is that there ate sten branches of 
the Catholic religion, it being generally con- 
ceded that there are only three, The Roman 
Catholic church property is valued at $118,- 
000,000, 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is next, 
with a membership of 2/240,354, with church 
property aggregating $96,000,000. In the 
southern portion of the Upited States there 
are numbered in the Methodist Episcopal 
faith 1,250,000 people, with property belong- 
ing to the church reaching the sum of $19,000,- 
000. Other smaller bodies of the Methodist 


religion aggregate

4,000, 
aptists are third, with 3,000,000 strong, 
and next comes denominations 
with a total membe of 3,000,000, and 
church property valuation of $30,000,000, 

The Presbyterians are fourth in numbers. 
The Protestant Episcopalian denomination, 
while numbering but 50 people, has the 
most ore r capita, aggregating $73,- 
000,000. The valuation of chureh property by 
census agents does not include schools, 7 
son or any feature excepting the edifices 
and the sites upon which they are built. 

Of Jews there are 150,000, the Quakers num- 
ber 106,000, and there are thirty religious com- 
munities with a mempenrup of 10,000. 

The Breudernoef branch of the Mennonites, 
who have been driven ont of Europe, have 
settled exclusively in three counties of North 
Dakota. This is the pritsitivé religious faith 
of Christian worship was established in 
the thirteenth century. ‘The Mennonites are 
now a sort of clannish people from Russia, 
but they are strong in Burabers and great 
devotees to their faith. 

Mr. Buellsays, and maintains his statements 
with statistics, that the Church of the Latter- 
Day Saints is increasing rapidly in member- 
ship, num bestia now 66,000 and owning church 
property valued at 510,000,000.

SHE WOULD PREFER THE ALIMONY. 


The Suit of Mrs. Emma Allis to Have an 
Aside. 


a. 5.—[Special.]— 


Some sensational allega 
suit by Mrs. Emma Al 


Yates of Illinois, and the defendant 
of the late E. F. Allis, head of the extensive 
machine shops of E. P. Allis & Co. in this 
city. In her complaint Mrs. Allis alleges that 
she obtained dn abs lute divorce fro n the de- 
defendant in fhe Circuit Court for Fillmore 
County, Minnesota, in 1889; that by decree of 
court she obtaimed possession of certam per- 
sonal property and real estate in lieu. of 
$100 per month to be paid her by defendant as 
alimony, the decree making it optional with 
her to accept either. Mrs. Allis further alleges 
that Sept. 6, 1889, Mr. Allis bound himself by 
agreement to pay her $100 a month as alimony 
in consideration of her surrendering the real 
estate, which she accordingly surrendered. 
That after the real property passed aut of 
her possession, Sept. 6, the defendant refused 
and neglected to pay her the money ac- 
corded her by the agreement, but 
represented to the plaintif’ in personal 
interviews and in writing that he no 
longer had any property or means with which 
to pay the $100 per month. The complaint 
then goes on to allege that Mr., Allis falsely 
and fraudulently represented to her that the 
real estate which he surrendered was incum- 


dered in amounts exceeding $25,000 and that 


he had no means to pay off the same and was 
without money, mcome or means to pay her 
$100 a month. The complaint further alleges 
that Mr. Allis represented to the plaintiff that 
he was both desirous and  anxi- 
ous to provide for and support 
her, and wis to take such 
action as would be for her benefit. Mrs. 
Allis claimed on all occasions that he was so- 
licitous for her welfare and was acting as con- 
fidential friend and advisor. 

Believing his statements to be true, April 
28, 1892, Mrs. Allis, so runs her complaint, en- 
tered into on agreement by which she waived 
all her rights to the $100 a month alimony in 
consideration of Mr. Allis paying her 
$5,000. In the month of June follow- 
ing she alleges she discovered his 
representations to be false and fraudulent; 
that the statement of the $25,000 incumbrance 
on his property was made for the purpose of 
deceiving and c ing her. The mortgage, 
she alleges, was give without consideration, 
and that he has in his ion and under 
his control a large sum of money, amounting 
to more than $200,000, She now asks to set 
aside her agreement accepting $5,000 and that 
she be afforded such other relief as the cir- 
cumstances may warrant.

MAKES A BIG TOTAL. 


LARGE SUMS PAID AS SALARY TO 
WORLD’S FAIR EMPLOYES, 


Each Month the List Grows Larger, the 
Expense for June Being Nearly $25,000 
Greater than for May—It Is High 
Time to Call a Halt, Curtail the 
Force and Apply the Money to Other 
Sources—What One Page of the Aud- 
itor’s Report Shows, 

A published paragraph says that in case 
Congress appropriated no inore than $2,500,000 
there would be a curtailment of expenditures 
by the World’s Fair Directors. 

It has been a surprise to some that the cur- 
tailment has not already been made. Sub- 
scription devourers”’ are no more to be de- 
sired than tax-eaters.”’ 

The latest published report in regard to em- 
ployés and their salaries is that of Auditor 
Wiltiam K. Ackerman for June last, submit- 
ted to the Board of Directors of the Worla’s 
Fair. This shows that the employés of the 
various departments aggregate the formidable 
total of 1,518, and that their monthly salaries 
foot up $124,601.48. In comparative columns 
he gives the number of employés for May as 
1,185 and their compensation as $100,408.35. 
This shows that in June the force of 
employés was increased by 333 and 
at an increased expenditure of $24,193.10. The 
report of the Auditor being nothing but a 
mere tabulation of figures, only a hint can be 
found in it for the necessity of the large addi- 
tions to the roll of -employés and the column 
of expenditures, but it may be regarded as 
only natural that the Auditor should increase 
his own force from eleven in May to fifteen 
inJune. The more men employed to eat up 
sybscriptions the more clerks are required to 
audit their accounts.

NO MORE MELONS FROM SOUTH CAROLINA 


Shipments This Year Aggregate 950 Car- 
loads, Against 1,169 Last Seasen. 

Cuartesron, S. C., Aug. 5.—[Special. ]—The 
last shipment of melons from ths State to 
Northern and Western markets will probably 
be made this week. The shipments during the 
season have aggregated 950 carloads, against 
1,169 carloads last season, but the increase in 
prices more than made up for the shortage. 
The 1,169 carioads of melons shipped in 1891 
averaged $30 per carload to the grower, mak- 
ing the total marketable value of the crop 
$35, This season the markets have heen 

reatly improved, and it is thought that the 
$50 carloads will average the grower $75, mak- 
ing a total value of $72,250.

ARISTOCRATIC ANTS. 


Their Wants. 


Certain warlike species of ants, as formica 
sanguinea and formica rufescins, have subju- 
gated.a negro species, formica fusca. Here 
again ants, while behaving like mea, have 
never allowed themselves the abuses of force 
to which men are accustomed. They never 
enslave adult ants; they seize upon the 
pup, bring up the young, treat them gently, 
and thus turn them into docile and zealous 
servants. 8 

The slave ants, who have never known the 
city from which they sprang, do all the in- 
ferior work of the community with eager 
alacrity, care for the larve, carry their mis- 
tresses, feed thern, the approaches 
in case of siege, receive the victorious amazons 
with joy when they return from a fruitful ex- 
pedition, and relieve them of the pupz capt- 
ured in the raid. They are so thoroughly on 
the side of their employers that it is believed 
they molest those who return from an expe- 
dition with empty mandibles. 

As for the slaves, their labor is purely do- 
mestic. In some English ant hills the slaves 
never leave the nest. In Switzerland some go 
aphis hunting, a business scorned by the war- 
rior ants. The warriors always seem to con- 
sider the black ants whoserve them as their 
property, and though they may allow them- 
selves to be carried by their slaves, these sol- 
diers, in their turn, do not disdain to carry 
their servants for safety’s sake when changing 
house, or in case of a siege to drag them hasti- 
ly down into the depths of the subterranean 

welling. 

This system of slavery has certainly lasted 
for many centuries in the ant world, but it has 
not existed always, as is attested by certain 
survivals, ‘because ir certain species that 
pampered progenetrix, the queen, participates 
in the labors of the community exactly like a 
humble worker.

Won CAN’T DO IT. 


Their Effort to Wear Suspenders Shows

New York Tribune (Editorial): If it were 
possible to do so, the suspender privilege 
ought to be withdrawn from women.

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A CALIFORNIA GIRL PROPOSES TO 
BRA BLACKSMITH, 


She Likes Nothing Better than Pounding 
Iron, and She’s Coming to the World’s 
Fair to Show Other Women How to Do 
It—Pretty and Petite, but She Knows 
Her Business Thoroughly—She Wants 
to Design Graceful Iron Ornaments, 
and 80 Create New Markets. 


California will send at least one unique ex- 
hibit to the Goltumbian Exposition in the 
person of Miss Ray Sunshine Beveridge, 
blacksmith, who will set up her forge in some 
one of the big buildings down at the World’s 
Fair grounds, and by giving a practical 
demonstration of blacksmithing daily will 
represent her California brothers in iron- 
work. Miss Beveridge is young and pretty. 
This is what a reporter who interviewed her 
the other day has to say about her: 

She was found deep in the study of problems 
ng over her hot blast and 
anvilin the smithy annex of the Cogswell 
Polytechnic, where she is learning the trade 
from Instructor Mathis. The ironworki 
room was not clean. It was smutty 
of. pungent smoke. A Score of anvils were 
clanging as sturdy youths beat upon them 
but Miss Beveridge worked on as thrugh all 
blacksmiths were feminine and she was not 
an unusual practitioner of an art that might 
profitably engage many of the unemployed 
women of the 5 

She was fitly atti for her work. Over 
her shoulders were unmistakable suspenders 
to distribute the weight of her skirts and give 
her freedom of movement. ves were 
rolled above her elbows and exposed arms 
that were browned and sinewy. An ample 
apron of leather shielded the woolen fabric of 
her costume from flying sparks of hot metal, 
and the only suggestion of unfitness for the 
dust and smoke was in a pair of dainty boots 
which paddled about the sloppy floor nea 
her forge as though they were made for that 


purpose, 

Adab of soot on her nose and sundry 
smudges on her face and arms gave an air of 
realisin to the scene, and showed the earnest- 
ness of the woman who could forget prim- 
ness in her devotion to blacksmithing. The 
forge fire was troublesome because it was 
urged only by a hand-blast, while at the 
others any desired strength of air current 
could be maintained by merely opening a 
valve connect with a steam blower, but 
Miss Beveridge did not mind the annoyance 
or additional labor. 

It was no toy forge at which Miss Beveridge 
was engaged, but of the kind furnished for 
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the use of mines, mills, and wherever fre- 
quent use of an intense heat is necessary, as 
in the repointing ot drills and picks or the 
welding of tamping-bars and the performance 
of general smithy work. If it was unlike 
the commonly accepted “forge” of stone- 
work, standing before a huge chimney with 
a monster bellows in a corner behind to 
wheeze in response to of the 
blacksmith or his helper, it was only because 
the ** forge of the forefathers has been ex- 
terminated by the neat and effective construc- 
tions of the day. At Miss Beveridge’s forge the 
tire of a truck might easily have been raised to 
welding heat, or a needie tempered, yet the 
contrivance could have been picked up by a 
man of ordinary strength. : 
The forge, however, was the only one of the 
tools that seomed in keeping with the slight- 
ness of the artisan. At one time she would 
be swinging a hammer weighed twelve 
pounds, and a moment after would drop it to

— some other implement as much too 
eavy for her hands. When there is heavy 
welding or drawing to be done Miss Beveridge 
is usually assisted by some one of her boy 
companions in the smithy or by her in- 
structor, but she is slow to admit the need 
of such help, and is sometimes found 
struggling with a bit of work calculated 
to tax the st of a man. Such 
occasions are not frequent, however, because 
it is not to the more common branches of 
blacksmithing that Miss Beveridge is giving 
her attention. Her purpose is to become ac- 
complished in the maki of ornamental 
forged iron work, in which it is rare to find 
any von gi piece that cannot readily be man- 
ipulated by awoman. If when an ornament 
must be put together and finished greater 
strength is needed there are slings and eranes 
and other devices in plenty that enable the 
woman still to be mistress of the situation. 

It is the belief of Miss Beveridge that in de- 
signing curious and attractive iron ornaments 
womanly fancy will prove itself more alert 
and dainty than that of man, and thereby 
both increase present demands for such hand- 
work and create new markets. As a of
